.these United States, as the supreme law of 
the land, sacredly obligatory upon all its 
.parts and members ; and steadfast, resistance 
.to the spirit of innovation upon its princi- 
ples, however specious the pretests. Avow- 
ing that iu all doubtful or disputed points 
Jt may only be legally ascertained and ex- 
pounded by the Judicial power of the Uni- 
ted States.
